The Auditor and the Public Printer. 

The following editorial notice of a trans.ic- 
liou between the Auditor and Public Printer 
appeared in one of the issues of the Louisville 
Democrat, of this week : 

Tiu: ArniTOK.— Wo hnvo heard of ono little trans- 
action uf our present Auditor which requires some j 
explanation, and. we notice it now that he may have I 
nn opportunity before the election to mako it. .Mr. 
1'nco is runnint principally on his huh qualifications 
and unimpeachable integrity, qualities which we 
wiliinsb concede to him, but maintain that in the 
distribution of these gift* all of the article in Ken- 
tucky is not given to Dim. Mr. rata ij running up> n ■ 
•h.-sc qualifications. He belongs to the Opposition, 
and did belong |to the late American parti; but j 
isnot running, we understand. an u nurty man. 1 his 
is kept in the background. 1 1«- is held upas eminent- 
ly qunlitW. and upon that he . is to be voted for— 
nothing' her. It will not pay. witlm heavy Dcnuwrat- 
ic majority agMMt him, to announce himsoll u an 
Oppositionist. So previons to tho assembling ot the 
<.'onvention, on the iSdof Kcbruarj. he announced 
biniself in the press of Kentucky, and based his 
claims solely upon his qualifications. If this had «1- 
wajs he?n thecase Mr. I'age might lay some claim to 
the benefits tu be derivea from such a course, but did 
he do so? Winter before Inst, lor the first tunc, a 
Democratic majority assembled in rrankfort, and, 
among other changos, tho public printing was taken 
from Mr. A. li. Hodges, who had held it lor some 
time, and was given to Mr. John li. Major, a Demo- 
crat. The Whig party had always given a « hig the 
printing— the (Grow-Nothing party did the s»mo. li 
was a party rule in which alluuiuiesced. » hen the 
Democratic party same into power, billowing the ex- 
ample of their predecessors, the printing wus given 
to a Democrat, 

Mr. Page, however, who now sets up as a no-party 
ni! n.gavvpr ntingto Mr. Hodg' s!or t« loyraraofc ad, 
ihu , to tliat extent, thwarliug the wishes of tile 
dominant part.. We wi-h to know what right he 
had to do so? What authority Mr. Page has to trick 
one man who opposes him in politics out of a clear 
gain of three thousand dollars, and put it in the 
pockets of a political friend? W e do not know thn» 
wo have evor heard nf an instance in which a pari i- 
eiin »a.- I -d farther by his passions ami preiudieea, 
inTutea political opponent. \\ e trust that thepeople 
will rebuke this in a fitting way. and elect a man 
who will nut. in defiance <>f the wishes of the State 
Legislature, dispose of the public fund-.

In answer to this, Mr. gage's parly organ 
asserts that the charge made by the Democrat 
had h.ng since been refuted and exploded, and 
that Mr. John 13.

I have BO 
disposition, in the discharge of my official duties, 
to do you or any other gentleman, whether in or 
out of'olficc, any intentional wrong, or to withhold 
from him anything to which the laws ol the State 
entitle him. ' In ordering printing for the use of 
my own office, I have done nothing more than lins 
been my practice ever since I have been honored 
with the position I now hold — and that Is, in the 
spiing ol the year, to look over my blanks, &,c, 
and select out" such as I may want re-prin ed, or 
any new blanks that may be necessary for the of- 
fice, and order a sufficient number printed to last 
until the next spring. This has always been done 
w ithout reference to who was the Public Printer. 
This course I intend to continue to pursue whilst 
I am in office, slid as a matter of coiuse cannot 
result in injury to you, during the two years for 
which y°" bave been elected Public Printer, as 
you will tare prec isely as all other Pin lie 1 rimers 
who have preceded you The printing of the 
blanks lor the commissioners of tax, the commis- 
sioners of common schools, and w hat are denom- 
inated the Uegjstiation Blanks, I consider belong- 
ed to the Public Primer in office at the time the 
contract for distributing the public books is made 
by the Secretary of State. This ought to be ap- 
parent to any discriminating mind, for the reason 
: thai the public books are sometimes ready to be 
\ distributed before the new Public Printer would 
' come into office — which is the first Monday ot 
I August succeeding his election; consequently, if I 
j waded until the new officer could execute his 
t work, it would be delaying the distribution of the 
I public book-, and the blanks would have to be 
sent by mail, which wouiil add vastly to the cost 
ol their transmission Here again no injustice 
can be done to yon as Public Printer, for the rea- 
son that in the spring of ISbO it will be your 
privilege to print these same blanks, to be sent; 
out with the public books after the adjournment 
of the next Legislature, for the years 1""61 and 

I f>2. Your predecessor printed these blanks lor 
d tributi m wit'i the public books w hilst he was in 

0 dee. I have ordered no public printing to be 
executed by him since his term of office expired. 

In conclusion I can say, that in ordering the 

1 xecution ol any Public Printing, I have not de- 
parted from my usual course either as to the kind 
or quantity ol woik, or time of having any print- 
ing executed, but have performed my duty in that 
respect as I have done it for years previously 

I shall audit the account of the late Public 
Printer, as the law makes it my duty to do, for 
the printing he executed during the time he was 
in office, according to the prices fixed by law, and 
issue a wairant for the balance that may be found 
due to him.

The Great Quadrangle of Fortresses in 
Lombardy- 

We cannot do belter than give our readers 
some account of this celebrated position to which 
She Austrian forces have now retired, and which 
all military authorities agree in regarding as a ! 
stronghold. The famous quadrangle is defended 
by the four fortresses of Mantua, Peschiera, Leg- 
MDOi and Veiona. Mantua is built on a small 
island formed by the Mincio. The superfices of 
this is upward of 1'MJ acres. Close to this island 
there is Mother about the same extent. The 
two islands are completely enciicled by . he waters 
ol the Mincio, and situated about half a mile 
from each bank of the river. Manilla can be 

entered only by crossing dikes or passing along 

vciy narrow causeways, of which there are 
two on the left bank and three on the right. 
These five passages are each defended by a bas- 
tioned fort. 

A broad canal intersects the city of Mantua in 
its whole breadth. This canal is navigated by 
boats from the Po, by which ihc transit ol mer- 
chandise is effected. The ci'y of Mantua con- 
tains about 30,000 inhabitant ; it is well built; 
the bouses large and the streets broad. Two 
I suburbs are connected with the city by fortified

I spent a la-ge part of y est erday in our jail 
here, conversing with those four persons who are } 
there imprisoned, chaiged with those high crimes 
which have caused greit ex itement not only 
here, but in the surrounding counties in Indiana, 
and this State In the course ol that convcrsa | 
lion, Taylor Roberts reilerated to me his confes- 
sion, with the full consent to publish the same. 

You will remember that the parties are: Tay- 
lor Roberts, who was tried and acquitted of the 
murder ol Wm. Conway; James 11 Hall, aecus , 
ed of that murder by the confession of Roberts, 

am] W. Toddhunler and Morris, charged by 

the confession of Roberts with being engaged 
with him in the burglary committed upon the 1 
premises ot Mr. Kendall, back of Milton, in this 1 
county. 

Upon entering the jail. I found Roberts lying 
upon a bi d, having lor his companion a guard In 
the inner room, known as the dungeon, were the 
other prisoners. Roberts was surly at first; flail, 
whose acquaintance bv sight I had heretofore, 
was Communicative; Morris was evidently down- 
he irted and grieved, and Toddhunter was callous 
and showed a forced gayety. 

Roberts first related to me the circum-tanccs of 
the burglary; I give nearly Ins own language I { 
would say that the report is verbatim , but as I' 
was shut up with him during all the time that he 
was speaking, In the all but Egyptian darkness ol 
his cell, I cannot quite vouch for the fact that 
my sense of touch guided me truly in the more 
minute s roller, curves, and loo s which go to 
makeup the Stenogr a phic signs. He said: 
THE CONFESSION. 

I was arrested by constable G. W. Miller, lour 
miles liom Paris, where 1 had hired out, being at 
the lime, however, sick in bed, having been over- 
taken by an intermittent fiver I was at Covin: - 
ton, slaving there after my acquittal at Carroll- 
ton, and was approached by Toodhunter, (he same 
who is now in dungeon. He remarked ihat I had 
been tnvtlj treated by those people down in Trim 
ble couiiiv, and that ahhooc.h I had saved my 
life, my character was irrecoverably gone, and 
that I ought to pay them oil'. 

We had some further OOnri rsation, when he pull- 
ed out a roll ol bills from Us pocket, remarking th it 
he could show me a plan to be revenged, lo wit; 
To take a lot of them and circulate them; at the 
fame lima he said that even one of them was 
counterfeit, Which he had pure' used at twenty- 
live cents on the dollar, ot a broker, doing busi 
ness in Cincinnati. I relused to go into the busi- 
ness He then said he knew a better way still. 
He knew an old man named Kendall, who lived 
near Milton, w ho w as tool enough always to keep 
two or three thousand dollars in gold hidden 
somewhere about his house, and if I would join 
him, we would get it; he also knew a third man 
who wo"ld be of the par.y, and we would divide 
the profits. I agreed to go -nto dtis scheme after 
gome persuasion. The same evening, Toddhnn- 
ter and 1 being out, we met Morris; an introduc- 
tion followed, and it was agreed that Morris and 
1 should go down in Ihe boat next day; gel off at 
Hall's Landing, above Milton, and keep well hid 
until the next evening, when Toddhunter was 10 
come down 

We came down accordingly, but Toddhunter 
failed to keep his appointment, in cor. sequence of 
which we put off the burglary until the next day, 
when he still not coming, Monis proposed and 
we resolved to do the thing ourselves. We 
blacked our faces and went to work Before 
getting lo the house, at the foot of ihe hollow, 
Monis took on his pistol to put on a new cap, 
when it went off, and he not having another load, 
his weapon was of course OSSlefS), but I h id mine, 
a revolver, loaded. We took a fence rail mid 
passed on to the house. We battered the door 
in, and in so doing made quite a noise We . 
caught Mr. Singer and tied him; Mrs. binger ran 
out at the door, and I caught her as she got out 
upon the poich; as I caught her she was scream 
ing louder, I guess, than anv other woman in 
Trimble county could. She got my thumb in her 
mouth and bit me severely; (the scars are vet un- 
dc the joint.) Morris ran out to help me. Struck 
her twice, and then choked her, and so r, leased 
me- Old man Kendall then came out am ed 
with a blunderbuss, and we ran off. We crossed 
the river that night in a skiff, washed our faces 
am) hands, and starting from above Madison, 
walked to Vevay. where I took the next boat to 
Cincinnati, giving the name of Ben. Estill. 
Somebody pointed me out at Cincinnati, and I 
was arrested, but got off by i elating the circum- 
stances of my acquittal > arid telling them that a 
friend of Conway's had attacked me. I passed 1 
over to Covington and saw Toddhunter, told him 
of our want of succes", and asked him why be I 
did not OOmS down; he said he could not raise 
the money. I then went lo Bourbon county, then 
to Montgomery and back to Abner W. PritchetCs, 
iu Bourbon county; thence to Clay's, near Paris, 
where I was employed as a farm hand al the time 
of my arrest. 

Such is his own account of the burglary. I 
may here casually remark that Morris makes a i 
confession, relating precisely the same facts, iu j 
the same way, he only adding that this is his first I 
offense, and that, from the time he engaged in it j 
until his arrest, he felt certain that his participa- ' 
tion therein would develop itself, and that be 
would be punished. .1 

Concerning the brutal murder of Conwav. Rob- 
erts gives the following account: "James II. Hall 
came to me, about a week before the murder, 
and told me that Conwav must be put out of the 
way, and that he wanted me to do it. I told him 
that I could not. I saw him several times after, 
and thought he was out ot the notion. On the 
day of the killing, he came to me and said that , 
there was an rrangement between himself and 
Conway to meet and talk over ihe difficulty be 
tween them; the difficulty wis about. Hall's 
daughter, aud he wauttd me to be present. 



"I was to meet him at his gate. I went there. 
Hall and Conway were at the gate when I got 
there, fiali proposed to go down into ihe woo s 
so us to be a little further from the hou e. We 
all went to the log (where Conway was killed) 
and sat down A conver-ation was co-rmeneed 
about the report, that Conway had said that 
Hall's daughter had attempted to scd ce him. 
ConwSy denied that he ever made any such state- 
ment, and said that if Shotwell had told Hall so, 
he had made it up. I got up then, aud pel my 
hands iu my pockets, and standing in front of 
Conwav. said to Hall, 'Hall. I always told yen 
so.' Hall then got up not) walked off some ten I 
or twelve steps. I was now conversing with ) 
Conwav. I heard irame lintely after the report 
of a gun, and Conway, after remaining upright a 
few seconds, fell over backwards, de d. I re- 
marked', 'Sty God, Hall ! wlnt have you dune.' 
Hall sod, I have killed the scoundrel! You 
would not do it, and if you ever tell I will kill 
you • 1 went around ihe log to where Conway 
«»i lying, stooped down, saw he was deed, and 
think blood was oozing from a wound in ttie 
neck. Hall came up. took the pocket-bo. k from 
Conway's person, opened it, and took something 
out gave me the book saying, 'hide i!.' I was 
badly seated, hid the book, and ran tor home. 
(Roberts here described the route taken.) As I 
left, Hall said to me, 'remember what I have 
told you ' While I was in jail before my trial 
Hall came there twice to see me, at night. He 
spoke through the window, and threatened me if I 

told anything.*' 

This letter has grown so long that I will remark 
ihat although this is likely to some extent true, 
ii is not the uholr truth, as is evident from the 
fact that there were two wounds found on Con- 
way's person, the contents of one of which, a 
bullet and two buck-shot, agreed with the re- 
maing loads in Roberts' own pistol. 

Letter from Daniel E Sickles. 

New York, July 30.— The Herald of to day 
contains a letter lo the editor trom Hon. Daniel 
E. Sickles, iu which he corrects a State mi nl made 
in ihat paper yesterday , regarding the recent event 
in h s domestic rt latlons- The reconciliation, he 
says, was my own act, without consultation with 
any relative, connection, friend, or-fsdriser what- 
ever- Blame, if any belong to th- step, >h >uld 
tall upon me. I am prepared to defend what I 
have done before the only tribunals I recognize 
as having ihe slightest claim to jurisdiction over 
the subject - my Own conscience and the bar of 
Heaven. 1 am not aware ot any statute or code 
ol morals which makes it infamous to forgive a 
woman, nor is i' usual to make our domestic life 
a subject of consultation with friends, no matter 
how near and den to us, and I cannot a !< w even 
all the world combined to dictate to me the repu 
diation of my wile, when I think It right to for- 
give her, and restore her to my confidence and 

protection. 

It I ever [ailed to comprehend the utterly des 
olate position of en offending though penitent 
woman, ihe hopeless luture, with all its datk pos- 
sibilities of danger to which she is doomed when 
proscribed as an outcast, I can now see plainly 
enough, iu the almost universal howl ol denuncia- 
tion with which *he is followed to my threshold, 
ihe miser, anil perils from which I have rescued 
the mother of my child; and, although it is very 
sad for me to incur the blame of friends aud ihe 
r proaohes of many wise and good people. I shall 
strive to prove 10 all who feel an interest in me, 
that, it I am the first map who has ventured to 
say to the world an erring wile and mother mav 
be forgiven and redeemed, in spile ol all the ob- 
stacles In my path, the good results of this ex- 
ample shall entitle it to the imitation of the ge - 
eious and the commendation of the just 

There are many who think that an act of du- 
ty, prOOeediDg solely from affections which can 
only be comprehended in the heart of a husband 
and a father, is to be fatal to my professional, po- 
litiosl, and social standing. If it is to be so, 
then so be it. Political station, professional suc- 
cess, social recognition, are not the only prizes of 
ambition; and so long as I do nothing worse th n 
to reunite my family under the roQl where thev 
may find shelter from eontumeiy and persecut'im, 
I do not fear the noisy voice of popular clamor. 
The multitude accept their first impressions from 
a lew, but in the end men think for themselves; 
and if I know the human bean — and sometimes 
I think that in a care r of mingled sunshine and 
■torm I have sounded nearly all its depths- tnen 
I may ne-issure those who look with reluctant 
forebodings upon my future to be of good cheer, 
for I will not cease to vindicate a just claim; 
While to those motlv groups here and t' ere who 
look upon my misfortunes only as weapons lo he 
en.ployed lor my destruction, to those I say, 
once for all, if a man make good use of his en- 
emies, they will be as serviceable to him si 
friends. 

In conclusion, let e ask one favor of lho«e 
who, from whatever motive, may d.-em it neces- 
sary or agreeable lo comment in public or private 
upon this sad history, and that is, to aim all their 
arrows at my breast, and for the sake of my in 
nocent c ! ild, to spare her yet youthful mother while 
she seek* in sorrow and contrition the inercv and 
the pardon of Him to whom, sooner or later, we 
must all appeal.

The Duel Between Messrs. Wise and 
Aylett. 

The Petersburg Press hu the following ac- 
count of the "affair of honor" between O. Jen- 
nings Wise and Patrick Henry Aylett : 

Messrs. Wise and Aylett met about four miles 
from Danville, Va. — just inside of the North 
Carolina line — at sunrise, on Friday morning 
The terms allowed the privilege cf reserving tire 
to both parties, by which it is understood that the 
party reserving fire lias the right to tire afterw ards, 
but only within the original tun- . Mr. Avlelt 
fired deliberately and without effect. Mr. Wise 
then turned ami tired iu a direction opposite to 
that in which Mr. Aylett stood. Our inlurmant 
heard nothing about propositions for reconcilia- 
tion from either party, but understood that Mr. 
Old.ot the Examiner, immediately withdrew Mr. 
Avlelt from the field, upon the ; round that Mr. 
Aylett could not Ire at a gentleman who would . 
not fire at him Mr. Old acted as the second of I 
Mr Aylett, and won the word. Cipt. J Lucius I 
Davis, of Henrico, acted as ihe second of Mr. 
Wise- Dr. Crenshaw was the surgeon of Mr. 
Wise, and Dr Tucker, of Mr Aylett. The nar- 
t.es also bad, we learn, some one or two outside 
friends, 

The account in the Richmond Dispatch is ; 
to the following effect: 

"After the usual preliminaries the combatants 
took their positions, thirty feel apart, and at 'he 
giving of the word Mr. Aylett fired, his ball pass- 
ing within about an inoh of the shoulder of Ins 
antagonist, Mr. Wise then raised his pistol Mid 
fired ill the air. The friends of the latter then 
advanced and inquired whether Vr. Aylett and i 
his blends demanded another shot, to which n j 
negative reply was given. An i tl'ort was then , 
made lor au sdjustment of the difficulty, upon j 
terms honorable to ooth parties, but Mr Wis - ! 
declined making any arrangement until he had | 
an opportunity to consult other Iriends iu this 
city." 

The course pursued by Mr. Wise, o^ firing his 
pistol in i he air, is not without precedent iu the 
history of duelling. It is stated that on a simi- 
lar occasion, the celebrated John Randolph, of 
Roanoke, fired his pistol in the air, and remarked 
to his antagonist, the Hon. Henry Clay, of Ken- 
tucky, that he would make a preseut of hi in to 
his wife and children.
